If the pieces are numerous It is best 
to cement one piece at a time, ullow It 
to lutrdeu nml then put ou another, and 
so on. in cementing all the piecea at 
once the dldicnlty of keeping them to¬ 
gether Is Increased, and when you 
gel them In contact at one jsdut you I 
will find you have displaced them at 
another. 

Ite sure to let the cement harden J 
thoroughly lief or** you test the adhe- | 
Riou. otherwise you may undo what 
you have done. In either case the 
blame belongs to you aud not to the 
cement. Most of the cements on sale 
will lie fouud dnrablo if the directions 
arc carefully followed. 

Fractured piece* in cases where the 
article Is uot frequently used may be j 
mended with white coachmaker's var- f 
ulsh or wet white lead or the white of 
an egg. A g>ssl cement Is made by j 
dissolving Russian isinglass lu soft wa- 1 
ter. Oyster shells finely pulverised 
and mixed Into a thick paste with the 
white of nil egg produces excellent civ 
| meiiL which can sustain heavy weights. 

If lamps become loosened from their 
metnlllc sockets they can easily beire- j < 
pal nil with plaster of parts. Be sure 1 J 
that It is boiled plaster. If It has uot 
been boiled, boil It yourself by putting 
It in a vessel on the stove. The air , j 
and moisture will be forced out, as 
you will see by the babbles. Remove i J 
all the old plaster from the lamp, fill 1 
It with fresh plaster mixed with water 1 
and while the plaster Is still soft press 
the tamp luto the socket and let It 
harden.

How to flaecood With the Call*. 

We now have nine, varieties of the 
call*, all worth growing, either as pot 
plants or ln a wet situation outside. 
They are tbe little gem. a very da-arf 
variety; the black calls, with Jet black 
flowers; golden calls, yellow calls, 
leopard calls, with spotted flowers; red 
calls and spotted leaf calla. They all 
require a soil of rich alluvial loam, 
with plenty of well rotted manure. 
Start with two-year-qlil roots. I»ot 
them and set the pot ln water and 
leave It there until the plant has dona 
blooming, then take It out and let tt 
grow until August, when let It dry off 
and put ln the dark until January, 
when start tt by putting It ln the wa¬ 
ter again. The calla la a swamp plant 
and mast be treated accordingly.
